‘The nstive press has been ventilating the above grievan- 
a. for the last few years, and itis one of its main duties to do. 
so, We are under the just rule of the English Government, 
and therefore we have perfect liberty to speak out the truth 
and-try to promote the good of our country, The, opinion 
expressed by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal cannot carry 
much weight, because he may have only occasionally read. 
one or two native papers, and he may know the others only 


through the short extracts published by the Government 


Reporter. - The strongest language ever used by a native j jour- 
nalist falls into insignificance compared to the language gene- 
rally used by English journalists. The Lieutenant-Governor’s 
assertion that the native press does not represent the feelings 
and sentiments of the native community in general is quite 
unfounded. ‘The opinions expressed by the respectable native 
papers.on any subjects, especially those subjects which concern 
the rights and privileges of natives, fully agree with those of 
the general public.. After making a few more remarks in the 
same strain, the editor brings the article to a close with the 


remark that it is the sincere wish of the native journalists 


that the English Government should last long in India, and 
that vice x any faults they see in the administration they 
at once bring to the notice of the Government in order that 
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
